“The 
first time we did this there was lots 
about science, and love, and the 
beginning of universe, says Firefly 
Theatre's John Ullyat. “Love at First 


Sight as Beginning of the Universe. 
We tried to nail down that naked 
moment right before kissing some- 
one for the first time and you think, 
Jesus do I do this? It means I've got 
to commit!’ We wanted to go inside 
this moment and take it apart.” 

It's been simplified since then, and 
though it continues to be an experi- 
ment in melding Circus and Theatre, 
the show is now “a comic, aerial 
romp through the force field of 
love,” says Ullyat, who with wife 
Annie Dugan comprises Firefly 
Theatre. 

“Now we're exploring love. The 
initial idea was to stop time. Two 
characters looking around and say- 
ing ‘Whoa! Where are we? What the 
hell do we do now?’ and they keep 
coming back to that moment [of 
love] even though they explore the 
universe and moments. There just 
isn’t an answer.” 


USE THE FORCE HOOP 

Adding to the fun and creativity, 
says Ullyatt, is a new piece of appa- 
ratus “We've got a hoop. The force 
field of love comes through the 
hoop. Through that we get thrust 
back to beginning of civilization and 
time, which we explore through 
video. We explore the largest thing, 
which is also the smallest thing— 
DNA. I call it the Dance of the DNA. 
[ tried to explain it to neighbours 
and they think I’m nuts. It sounds 
awful when you try to explain it!. 
We become part of the strands of 
DNA in trying to understand love. 
It’s part of the genetic code. This part 
of the show is our double trapeze 
act.” 

The trapeze as a metaphor for 
love is apt, given the swirling emo- 
tions, says Ullyatt, although he says 
the goal is not to present a play 
about his and Dugan’s relationship.

Ullyatt says the goal is to explore

It succeeded really well. We won't 
say we're not influenced by Cirque 
de Soleil, but the idea is to present 
magical scenarios.

“Y’ve asked myself, ‘Why the hell 
are we doing this? It is so hard 
physically to get back into shape 
after doing all the other projects like 
Cat on a Hot Tin Roof, write, train, 
rehearse, and sell a story! But we're 
suckers for a challenge and very 
interested in the possibilities w vith 
the aerial stuff. We want to be suc- 
cessful at mixing theatre with cir- 
cus. It affords so many images. 
Annie’s and my sensibility come up 
with pretty good ideas. They come 
from a place of genuine thought 
and usually end up being quite 
silly!” 

Although there are huge ideas 
explored in this version of 
Primordial Blues, Ullyatt stresses the 
company has no interest in being 
precious or inaccessible. “It really is 
total madness. I realize that at the 
very least this is a visually stunning 
show. We're not setting out to be 
obscure, just the opposite. I take 
responsibility for the strange stuff. 
They call me on it [director John 
Paul Fishbach, Dugan, and sound 
designer Dave Clarke]. We're all the 
creators, but it’s my idea for Dance 
of DNA! 


YOU'LL BE TALKING 

“The collaborators all have been 
working hard, and there are ideas 
behind the visuals. If the audience 
gets the visuals and something 
beyond that, that will be cool. 
They'll have lots to talk about after 
the show. We've set out to do some- 
thing fun and I think we're close. 
But it’s been a frickin’ rollercoaster. 
We all decided to have video pro- 
jections in the show to help the 
story along and that’s what I'm 
doing. I'm not a video editor. But 
we said ‘Fuck it, let’s do every- 
thing.” 

And what does it all add up to? 

“Well, Dave Clarke has been sort 
of a dramaturge and he asked us, 
‘Do you want to make a piece of art 
or a cabaret?’ I’m afraid to say it’s 
an arty cabaret! There are some 
really beautiful moments, and 
between us, Annie and I have 
something cool on stage. 

“This is our real production, or as 
close to our definitive production as 
we can get. We want to sell to peo- 
ple around the world. Sell it and 
travel around performing.”

Adding Shumka’s dynamic ath- 
leticism and whirlwind showman- 
ship into the mix seemed a natural 
way to recapture Tchaikovsky's 
Ukrainian heritage. “He’s known as 
the Great Russian composer, but his 
roots were in fact Ukrainian,” 
explains Sulyma. 

Taking some liberties with the 
score, Shumka performs a specially 
created folk dance, Hopak, set to 
Tchaikovsky's opera Mazepa, in 
addition to the traditional Russian 
dance in Act II, one of the quintes- 
sential and recognizable parts of the 
Nutcracker, as well as the Mice battle 
and guests in the party scenes. 

Sulyma also has this production 
return The Nutcracker to E.T.A 
Hoffman's original tale of drama, 
telling the story of “a young girl's 
coming of age,” intertwining reality 
with fantasy with passionate pas de 
deuxs that connect the audience 
emotionally to the story. 

The Nutcracker, a ballet fantasy 
proved to have long legs, playing 
sold out houses as it ran across 
North America; such a smash at the 
box office that a spin-off production, 
A Royal Christmas, had the Kyiv

Network brings Marion Bridge home

AS SALT-WATER WAVES BATTER THE 
shores of Cape Breton Island, three 
salty-tongued sisters gather, brought 
together by the imminent death of 
their mother. The three women— 
Agnes, an actress now based in 
Toronto; Teresa, a ntun in a rural 
order in New Brunswick; and 
Louise, the youngest, a stay-at-home 
TV devotee—must make peace with 
each other and come to terms with 
their fractured recollections of an 
often disappointing childhood while 
each re-defines herself in the face of 
losing that essential touchstone, the 
mother, : 

Daniel Maclvor’s reflective, 
poignantly funny, and sincere 
Marion Bridge comes to life in a pro- 
duction directed by Bradley Moss 
and featuring Coralie Cairns 
(Agnes), Davina Stewart (Teresa) 
and Caroline Livingstone (Louise). 

In the kitchen of a dilapidated, clap- 
board house, the three women spar, 
talk at each other, and, eventually, 
come to a fumbling understanding. 
The journey is entertaining albeit 
bruising as these three disparate per- 
sonalities collide, their attempts to 
communicate becoming hopelessly 
mangled. What saves the proceed- 
ings from becoming a maudlin mias- 
ma of navel gazing is Maclvor’s 
steely humour and Moss's matter-of- 
fact yet lyrical direction. 

That direction is deftly paced, 
playing up the contrasts between the 
sisters—Agnes’s self-conscious cyni- 
cism and constant motion, Teresa’s 
matter-of-fact gentleness, Louisa’s 
misleadingly mulish obstinacy—to 
underscore conflicts and leave the 


dramatic but believable. Instead of 
ing inevi 1emoments | 


performers’ moments well within 
the framework of a script that seems 
more inherently truthful in its 
comedic moments. 

The pace evokes the natural ebbs 
and tides of familial crisis, with the 
desperation, bewilderment, and the 
oases of calm punctuated by grim 
humour. While emotionally frenetic 
at times, this production seems to 
catch itself and breathe, allowing the 
audience a sense of much-needed 
release. 

This is a script that relies greatly 



































on motivation and significant emo: 
tional investment on the part of the 
cast rather than an ability to deliver 
dense prose—although there are 
several soliloquies that place the 
characters outside the action. It calls 
for a cast of women who can deliver 
recognizable character types with a 
great deal of strength, wit and flexi 
bility. In this case, all three are 
engaging performers with a flair 
for vaguely gallows humour 

As Agnes, Coralie Cairns is 
given the task of driving much of 
the action, Agnes is the impulsive 
one, the decision maker, and Cairns 
plays her with a great deal of con 
viction. Perhaps a trifle too 
“actressy” at times, she is most 
effective when she is still, the phys 
icalization playing against the 
oftentimes-manic language 
Livingstone has the enviable ability 
to carry a moment past its perceived 
conclusion simply by arching an 
eyebrow or making a sidelong 
glance. Her Louise has an endearing 
humour and depth that belies the 
character's stoically placid exterior; 
her performance is exquisitely timed 
and oddly engaging. As Teresa, 
Davina Stewart turns in a revealing 
performance. Often cast as the 
comic lead, Stewart is a performer of 
significant emotional depth and 
power, leavened with an innate 
sense of comic timing. Watching her 
Teresa slowly unravel over the 
course of the evening is mesmeriz- 
ing. 

Itall adds up toa poignant 
evening of theatre that will leave the 
audience member nodding in recog- 
nition.

Forster, who certainly under- 
stands the mechanics of putting 
together a film, does not hold back 
on tricks designed to hook his audi- 
ence (pun intended) and thoroughly 
manipulate them into having their 
hearts broken. All of the ingredients 
in Finding Neverland are meticulous- 
ly woven together, and the cast and 
crew are top notch. Unfortunately 
the fallout of such formulaic story- 
telling is that the film is a little too 
slick. And though it may be hard to 
contain the sniffles as events unfold, 
one is left with the feeling that a 
healthy dose of passion and sense of 
spontaneity would have gone a long 
way to making Finding Neverland a 
better movie.

ANEW FAMILY! 

The film opens in 1903 London as 
Barrie johnny Depp) witnesses the 
debut of one of his works. Peering 
from behind the curtain, Barrie takes 
mental notes as he observes the 
audience, whose response to what 
they see on stage is desultory. After 
some careful consideration, Barrie 
comes to the conclusion that London 
audiences, composed of lawyers, 
bankers and well-to-do socialites, 
take the theatre too seriously 
Following the flop, Barrie takes long 
walks in the park with his dog in an 
effort to distract himself from his 
own maudlin behaviour, which 
leads to a fortuitous meeting witha 
family of four boys and their wid- 
owed mother, Sylvia Llewelyn 
Davies (Winslet). A relationship 
comprising afternoon rendezvous in 
the park soon evolves into dinner at 
the Davies’ and Barrie offering to 
share his country cottage with his 


adopted family. 





In the meantime Barrie's neglected 
wife sits at home on the fringe of the 
excitement, displeased with her hus- 
band, the dog, and of course the fam- 
ily who has become the object of her 
husband’s obsession. Though he can 
see that his marriage is about to 
crumble, Barrie cannot pull himself 
away from the Davies children, who 
come to adore him for his own child- 
like disposition. As the imaginary 
play progresses, Barrie is continually 
scratching down notes that are to 
become the seeds of his legendary 
work. Ironically, the one Davies child 
who refuses to indulge in the fantasy 
play is named Peter. Eventually 
Peter's namesake is mounted on 
stage, and following a terrific mar- 
keting ploy on behalf of Barrie him- 
self, becomes a huge hit in London. 

Based on Allan Knee’s stage play, 
The Man Who Would Be Peter Pan, the 
script takes liberties with real-life 
events, which, as long as it is not pro- 
claiming to espouse the truth is the 


province of drama. (Anecdotally, it is 
telling that J.M. Barrie called Peter 
Pan a “terrible masterpiece.”) In fact 
Barrie did become co-guardian of the 
Davies kids, though his affection for 
the family began long before Sylvia 
Llelwyn Davies’ husband passed 
away, much to the patriarch’s cha- 
grin. His lifelong obsession caused 
him a lot of pain, however, as three 
of the five (rather than four) children 
died, including Peter, who commit- 
ted suicide. Barrie was also the sub- 
ject of much ridicule and speculation 
because of his doting over the boys 
and his estranged relationship with 
his wife. 

The film touches on some of these 
potentially negative issues briefly, 
but refuses to muddy its hands too 
much in the name of keeping Depp's 
character heroic.

Whether Barrie had the best inten- 
tions may be immaterial: creating 
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drama means heightening the con- 
flict and passion. The reality is that 
though Depp’s character is trying to 
charm the mother as well as the chil- 
dren, Winslet had more chemistry 
on screen with Jim Carrey in Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless Mind than she 
does with her Finding Neverland co- 
star. In fact, the only time the pas- 
sion is palpable on screen is when 
Julie Christie steps into the frame, 
savouring every moment of her role 
as Barrie’s adversary Emma du 
Maurier. 

From a technical standpoint, the 
camera work and editing are formi- 
dable, though the 1950's Technicolor 
look would seem to run contrary to 
the period of the piece, and some of 
the cutaways and transitions are 
downright jarring. Did Harvey 
Weinstein cut some of this picture 
himself? 

It is hard to fault the actors in 
Finding Neverland for the restrained 
tone of the film, and each delivers a 








J.M. Barrie biopic doesn’t rate a pan, but it doesn’t fly either 


nearly flawless performance. Depp 
is really coming into his own as a 
heartthrob cum serious character 
actor, and Winslet is one of the most 
interesting actors of her generation. 
Even the children who comprise the 
Davies family are wonderful and 
add a redeeming charm to the 
movie. 

In a moment of heart-wrenching 
honesty, Scottish actor Kelly 
Macdonald, who plays Peter Pan, 
shatters the audience by sharing 
Barrie’s poignant words with the 
Davies family. Her performance is 
so multifaceted that she transcends 
the screen and speaks in more uni- 
versal terms, imploring all of us to 
keep Tinkerbell’s light alive. Had 
the entire film been drenched in 
such poetic passion, it would been a 
more fitting tribute to the genius of 
J.M. Barrie. 

As it is, Finding Neverland borders 
on being a melodrama of manners.

One-day festival returns with movies that strike several chords

WITH A TRUNCATED EDMONTON 
International Film Festival, this 
seems to be a “building year” for 
film exhibition in Edmonton. 
However, the slack has been taken 
up by more specialized festivals like 
Global Visions and the emergence of 
Reel Femme, a modest one-day fem- 
inist festival that runs this Saturday 
at FAVA (9722 102 St). 

Currently, it is a one-woman oper- 
ation: Colette Slevinsky is the 
founder, curator, and organizer of 
the event. 

“Reel Femme is an evening of five 
short films that address feminist 
issues—two from the States and the 
rest from Canada. I selected them 
from herland, the Calgary feminist 
BS festival when | went there this 

ig. This is our second year; we 
did this first at this time last year.” 

And while Calgary's herland is a 
much bigger event, running over 
five days with several programming 
streams, its origins, oddly enough, 
can be found in a long-forgotten fes- 
tival here in Edmonton. 

“Years ago there was a festival 


called Insight, and from tl algary 
started herland. Then Insight folded. 
But L always thought it was a good 
thing. So about three years ago | pre- 

sented the idea to David Cheoros, 
who was the Executive Director of 
FAVA at the time. Last year he spon- 
sored us, and I just carried on the 
torch from there. I have a back- 
ground in drama and arts adminis- 
tration, so I was ready for something, 
like this.” 

But what, after all that, is a femi- 
nist film? As opposed to, for exam- 
ple, any film made by a woman? 

“It’s the issues they deal with. But 
I wouldn't necessarily label films un- 
feminist if a woman made them 
long as they have some relevance 
But when I go to herland—and I’ve 
been going for about three years— 
they make the most money and have 
the strongest audience with feminist 
films.

THE END OF ANOTHER YEAR DRAWS NEAR

Based on the novel Skipping Christmas 
by John Grisham (a real change of pace 
from his usual courtroom dramas), 
Christmas with the Kranks is simple 
enough: After their daughter Blair (Julie 
Gonzalo) leaves for Peru with the Peace 
Corps, the Kranks undergo a typical bout 
of Empty Nest Syndrome.

The 
Kranks begin a desperate attempt to pull 
it all together for their daughter and after 
failing miserably, neighbours and friends, 
lead by Vic Frohmeyer (Dan Aykroyd), 
ally to their cause and save the day, 
putting aside their previously bitter feel- 
ings about the Kranks anti-seasonal out- 





With a growing Christmas oeuvre, Tim 
Allen has done better. Many of the gags 
are slapstick gimmicks, a la Home 
Improvement. \n a scene where the 
neighbours repeatedly volley Christmas 
Carolers at the Kranks’ doorstep, Mr 
Krank ices the front walkway. The result 
is a lot of Carolers with sore backs, of 
course, but they're soon forgotten about 
Another scene, one in which Mr. Krank 
gets a temporary botox injection while 
visiting a hospital, seemed to come out of 
nowhere. 

It was all mildly funny, but should have 
been better. The conflict of interest 
between the Kranks and pretty well every 
other character in the film felt awkward, 
almost shameful, rather than humourous.

“DID PICASSO HATE WOMEN?” 
The question is put to Diana 
Nemiroff, Curator of Modern Art for 
the National Gallery of Canada, 
who's in town for the opening of 
Protean Picasso, an exhibit of etchings 
and drawings from the artist who 
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needs no introduction. The asker is a 
middle-aged woman, and one of 
about 50 people who turned up to 
the Edmonton Art Gallery for a 
guided tour of the traveling show. 
Nemiroff has just finished describing 
an etching of one of Picasso's most 
famous motifs, the “Weeping, 
Woman.” Despite the figure’s man- 
gled face and lolling eyes, it bears 
the faintest resemblance to Dora 
Marr, a mistress whom Picasso’s 
ferocious personality nearly

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destroyed. 

Nemiroff’s gaze narrows for a sec- 
ond as she responds that Picasso 
loved women. His relationships were 
simply of the “love-hate” variety. 

Geniuses, eh? We forgive them for 
a lot more than they should proba- 
bly get away with. But seeing Pablo 
Picasso's true colours in this bare- 
bones black-and-white exhibit 
makes his story all the more potent. 


CLASS CONSCIOUS 
Picasso began to study etching 
under the tutelage of master printer 
Auguste Delatre shortly after mov- 
ing to Paris in 1904. The technique 
involves covering a copper or zinc 
plate with a resinous substance resis- 
tant to acid. A needle is used to 
make a drawing on the plate’s sur- 
face before it’s submerged in an acid 
bath. The longer it sits, the deeper 
the resulting etches. Ink is then 
applied to the grooves to produce a 
printing template. The numbered 
works in Protean Picasso may have 
been reproduced up to 200 times. 
Early etchings and drawings from 
Picasso's “Blue Period” showed 
images of beggars, prostitutes, and 
emaciated lower-class citizens who 
reflected his own poverty and, as a 
Spaniard who couldn’t speak 
French, his isolation. One of the cen- 
terpieces of Protean Picasso and a 
definitive work of this period is “The 
Frugal Meal,” an etching of a desti- 
tute but otherwise contented couple. 
Picasso's famous cubist works 
don’t appear in his repertoire until 
1910, By this point, the artist had a 
dealer and was well on his way to 
becoming a somebody in the art 
world. As such, a subject that was 
the going intellectual chatter of the 
time replaces the images of poverty: 
the fourth dimension. 
Picasso and his contemporaries 
were working on how time could be 
represented visually. The results 
were his pre-portrait cubist works 
like “The Table.” To infer different 
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for, but cubism wasa relatively 


small part of Picasso’s prolific career 
and lasted only to the mid 1920s. 
Even by the late teens, the artist was 
traveling to Italy and growing fasci- 
nated with classical painting and 
sculpture. Around this time Picasso 
also befriended Sergei Diaghilev, 
founder of Les Ballets Russes, and 
by association met ballerina Olga 
Kokhlova. He fell in love in true 
Picassoan style and began following 
the company as a set designer. 

Picasso married Olga in 1918. By 
the late 1920s, they had left the life 
on the road. The ballerina was busy 
establishing a bustling bourgeois 
household, and Picasso, the consum- 
mate bohemian, was getting restless. 
That's when he met Marie-Thérése 
Walter, doe-eyed and barely legal. 
The story goes that he saw her on 
the street and, struck by her classical 
beauty, stopped her to say, 
“Mademoiselle, | have a feeling you 
and I will do great things together.” 
That's just the kind of guy he was. 

Picasso owned up to his part of 
the bargain. Aside from making her 
his muse-du-jour, he also knocked 
her up and left her. She raised his 
illegitimate child alone and later 
hanged herself. 

But before all that, there was a 
blushing teenager who Picasso set 
up ina secret studio, far from Olga’s 
sphere of influence. 


SOME KIND OF MONSTER? 

Nemiroff explains that Picasso’s 
work underwent a metamorphosis 
when he began the Vollard Suite 
(1931-34). Here, his style transforms 
to pure line drawing, without light 
or shadowing effects. 
Commissioned to do a series of illus- 
trations on the theme of the 
Minotaur, the artist, she says, “puts 
his life story into a mythological 
framework.” 

Nemiroff describes it as the battle 
between the unconscious and ratio- 
nality. In one frame the Minotaur 
nuzzles Marie-Thérése in her sleep. 
In another, he rapes her. In some 
images, Marie-Thérése is a little girl 
holding a candle and leading the 
Minotaur by the hand. In others, he 
is at the centre of a bullfighting ring 
and everyone in the audience has 
her face. Picasso has apparently said 
that these illustrations represent his 
honest feelings towards the young 
woman: he didn’t know whether to 
protect her or to kill her. 

The crux of the series occurs in 
“Minotauromachy” (1935), a dra- 
matic etching autobiographically 
encoded with a very pregnant 
Marie-Thérése and the now-hated 
Olga portrayed as a horse. 

In 1937, preoccupied with the 
Spanish Civil War, Picasso aban- 
doned Paris and all that the city 
implied. That's how we come to the 
“Weeping Woman’ and the ques- 
tion of Picasso's sentiments towards 
the female persuasion. 

Nemiroff, who named the exhibit 
for the shape-shifting demigod 
Proteus says, “He was always chang- 
ing and this made him an anomaly 
in a time when stylistic continuity 
was associated with authenticity.” 
The implication being that Picasso 
could not have morphed so readily 
without the necessary changes in 
scenery, influences and, yes, women 
to assist those transitions. 

Whatever he was—genius, misog- 
ynist, asshole—Picasso is one of the 

artists of our time and having 
this glimpse of his life so close at 
hand is far too good to”

After a year and a half long hiatus 
from the limelight, following the dis- 
solution of his bands Change of 
Heart, Blurtonia, and Bionic, Blurton 
is at the peak of his professional 
powers and is once again ready to 
return to the stage. Along for this 
bumpy joy ride are Blurton S signifi- 
cant other, Katie Lynn Campbell, 
recently kidnapped from her former 
home amongst Southern-fried 
raunch rockers Nashville Pussy, and 
percussionist Randy Curnew, also 
formerly of Blurtonia as well as the

Pulling together this decidedly 
short shopping list of players, sug- 
gestively dubbed C’mon, Blurton is 
confident that the experience they 
have gained while performing on 
the road together will outstrip any 
difficulties they may encounter 
along the way. 

“Where are we going?” Blurton 
poses the rhetorical question to him- 
self. “We're going straight to the top! 
That's where we're going! 


NORTHERN-FRIED 

“Even though we've only been 
together for a year or so, and made 
our record after a handful of 
rehearsals, we've already played 
more than 100 shows!” he says with 
notable enthusiasm. “It seems like 
what I’ve-done in the past sucks 
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compared to this band! With 
C'mon, I've tried to refine some of 
the elements I’m accustomed to 
working with in my music. Being a 
trio automatically puts certain things 
into place... or not. I just wanted to 
go to the core of the sound, and 
write some good songs.’ 

Apparently the material Blurton, 

Campbell, and Curnew came up 
with was more than good enough; 
as their reputation spread, they soon 
found themselves opening for 
groups that have inspired and 
encouraged them in their efforts— 
Queens of the Stone Age, MC5, and 
Turbo Negro. Unbelievably, 
C'mon’s very first gig saw them 
opening for power-ballad revivalists 
The Darkness. Still, despite abun- 
dant comparisons to ‘70s rock main- 
stays like Grand Funk Railroad, 
Slade, and Lynyrd Skynyrd (to 
name a few), Blurton denies any pre- 
conceived affinity for the retro, or 
heaven forbid, southern sound. 

“T know real southern rock bands 
that could seriously kick our ass, in 
that certain ass-kicking way of 
theirs!” asserts Blurton. “I don’t 
think our chosen style is retro 
sounding at all. I don’t know why 
we get labeled with that all the time. 
I think people may be picking up on 
the fact that everything we've done 
so far has been recorded in analog, 
nothing’s digital. We took a very 
natural approach to our recording 
process, and in turn it translates easi- 
ly into our live performances. Our 





next record is almost written, and 
we're planning to release an EP next 
spring, as well. It’s interesting to 
hear the contrast between the new 
stuff we're writing and our first 
album, Midnight is the Answer. It real- 
ly documents how far we’ve come 
asa band. Our sound is more cohe- 
sive. Truthfully, we get off on our 
lack of self-knowledge. Such a jour- 
ney of non-self-discovery can be 
amazing!” 


BLURT IT OUT LOUD 

Pushing aside ego for the sake of 
creative license is definitely a gamble 
that has paid off big for C’mon. The 
thunderous tones and raw energy of 
Midnight is the Answer propels the 
listener though ten teeth rattling 
tracks that run their ragged course in 
under half an hour and are guaran-

retiring to Katie Lynn’s permanent 
home in New Orleans for the dura- 
tion of the long cold winter, Blurton 
conveys a sense of satisfaction when 
he calculates what he and his 
cohorts have achieved in their brief 
time together.

ANYONE IN TOUCH WITH EDMON- 
ton’s music scene knows very well 
that it’s bursting at the seams with 
creativity and plenty of potential to 
grow into something truly great. 

The only problem is that few out- 
side the city are aware of this. But 
how do you get the word out? 

INTRAXX may provide the 
answer. Formed by local producer 
Michael Maxxis and Los Angeles 
director/ editor Chris Halmo, the 
company hopes to turn the tide as 
they produce a series of high end 
music videos for five local bands— 
Sugakane, Politic Live, Jay Murphy 
Band, King Ring Nancy and 
Darkson Tribe—shot in Edmonton 
and LA on 35mm film and 24p HD. 

All of the videos (save for 
Darkson Tribe's, which will pre- 
miere separately) will be premiered 
at an event called “The Verge,” host- 
ed by Big Sugar’s Gordie Johnson, 
with musical performances from the 
first four bands, plus Tupelo Honey 
(Maxxis will shoot a music video 
with them in the beginning of 
December). ‘ 

“The Verge is primarily a rock 
show, and we could only have a 
limited amount of bands playing,” 
explains Maxxis. “So it came down 
to either Tupelo or Darkson. It’s not 
a knock on them at all. We'll defi- 
nitely give Darkson Tribe a very 
special premiere when we finish 
editing their video.” 

Record executives from New 
York, Los Angeles, and Vancouver 
will fly to Edmonton for the event, 
giving them the opportunity to 
observe this slice of Edmonton’s 
music communi

explains Chris Halmo. “We were 
not looking to become a record 
label, but more along the lines of 
music supervisors, managers, and 
music placement people, incorporat- 
ing artists’ music into projects such 
as these music videos.” 

Other projects include licensing 
using music for commercials and 
movie soundtracks. 

INTRAXX was formed after their 
collaboration on the independent 
film Halo (shot in Edmonton last 
year and currently being shopped 
around to distributors), which 
Maxxis produced and Halmo edited 
(his previous credits include editing 
commercials for Adidas and 
Christian Dior). 

“Halo is a very music-driven film 
with over a dozen artists represent- 
ed in the soundtrack,” says Halmo. 
“We realized how there's just so 
much talent, specifically here in 
Edmonton, that was not getting an 
opportunity to go to larger venues. 
All five of these artists we're doing 
videos for came from our work on 
Halo.” 

With Maxais in the film business 
and Halmo in the commercial pro- 
duction business, Intraxx’s goal is to 
further these artists’ careers. 

“Tt’s one thing to say you're just 
an independent band struggling like 
all the rest of them to get exposure,” 
says Halmo. “It’s another thing to 
say you're a band that has a music 
video shot with the highest produc- 
tion value possible, on any budget 
with celebrities attached. Right off 
the bat you're going to have interest 
from Much Music and MTV and a 
variety of other outlets, including art 
installations, museums, any kind of 
film festivals, the internet.” 


THE MUSIC VIDEOS 

“Hit Bottom” from rockers the Jay 
Murphy Band features their protag- 
onist suffering from manic depres- 
sion and seeing the ences of 
refusing to take the pills that are 
supposed to help him. “Matinee” 
from rappers Politic Live takes on a 
good-time pool party vibe filmed by _ 
a Bel-Air pool livin’ it up, inspired 





by The Lost Boyz’s video for “Music 
Makes Me High.” For power rock- 
ers Sugakane, “Out of Time” isa 
journey through frontman Andrew 
Misle’s mind, taking place in two 
realities: the world we live in and in 
dreamscape. For hip-hoppers 
Darkson Tribe, “Hockey Shuffle” 
introduces a brand new dance that 
infects everyone in its path, includ- 
ing Edmonton Oilers such as 
Georges Laraque. With “Reborn,” 
metal band King Ring Nancy 
depicts a guy who is very sick inside 
who has a tiny part of him who 
wants to reach out and be that better 
person. 

Most of the bands have had 
music videos shot by amateur stu- 
dents prior to this project, but none 
compare to this experience. 

“These videos are shot on 35mm 
film, which is really high quality, the 
same as Missy Elliott videos,” says 
Politic Live’s Bert “Dirt Gritie” 
Richards. “We submitted other 
videos to MuchMusic but it got 
rejected because of the grade of the 
video. That's a good example of 
how the picture quality will make 
all the difference.” 

“Chris Halmo is a master,” agrees 
King Ring Nancy guitarist Pete 
Mead. “I saw a presentation of some 
of the stuff he’s edited. Clients like 
AT&T, Adidas, Nike... some of the 
stuff is Super Bow] commercial 
quality. When I saw this my ears 
just perked up. You're dealing with 
people who are very advanced in 
their field. Nothing you’d find in 
Edmonton, | don’t think.” 

“In the short term, at least it’s a 
start,” says Darkson Tribe's 
Anthony “Black Male” Adeniken. 
“In the long term I’m hoping the 
effect is that people start taking this 
city seriously and looking towards 
the Prairies for talent. Whether it be 
Darkson Tribe or anyone else, 
doesn’t really matter for me. It’s just 
a matter of opening the door. Once 
the door is open, we can’t be

“THIS GROUP IS MUCH MORE THAN 
thesum of its’ parts,” asserts Ken 
Whiteley on the phone from his 
home in Toronto. While it may be 
true, the statement is bold consider- 
ing that each member of Scarlett, 
Washington, and Whiteley has a 
very successful career as a solo per- 
former. 

Jackie Washington is the elder 
statesman of the trio at 85 years of 
age. Over the years he’s worked 
with jazz icons Duke Ellington and 
Lionel Hampton, bluesmen Sonny 
Terry and Lonnie Johnson, and 
singer/songwriters Joni Mitchell 
and Gordon Lightfoot. “Jackie is an 
amazing man,” says Whiteley, “I 
think his song catalogue is up to 
1,278... He’s amazing with num- 
bers, lyrics, and music... his memo- 
ry is unreal. When someone men- 
tions a song, he'll say, ‘Oh, that’s 
number 500,’ and he means it.” Last 
year Washington was awarded a 
Doctorate of Letters from McMaster 
University in recognition of his con- 
tributions to the musical life of 
Southern Ontario and more specifi- 
cally, his hometown of Hamilton. 

Mose Scarlett has well over three 
decades in the music business. Self 
taught as a guitarist, he has created 
his own style of picking that has 
been described as “Stride guitar.” 
He cites as influences, “Everybody 
I’ve ever heard and liked... or dis- 
liked.” That varied list includes 
Lonnie Johnson, Doc and Merle

Watson, Jesse Fuller and Bruce 
Cockburn, who produced Scarlett’s 
first album. Possessed of a rich 
bass-baritone voice, Scarlett brings 
real warmth to the stage. 

Ken Whiteley is a true Canadian 
original, who has had a love affair 
with music for as long as he can 
remember. “I always loved music... 
1 remember singing in the car with 
my brother. When the folk music 
boom happened in the early ‘60s, I 
started listening to Bob Dylan, then 
went to Pete Seeger, then to 
Leadbelly and Son House. By the 
time my contemporaries were lis- 
tening to The Beatles and Herman’s 
Hermits I was listening Huddie 
Leadbetter and old blues.” Since 
then, he’s become an acclaimed 
songwriter, producer, and instru- 
mentalist with a handful of Juno 
awards, Grammy nominations and 
other accolades. He’s equally at 
home playing folk, jazz, blues, 
gospel and children’s music 
although he says that recently, 
“Gospel is my favourite.” 

Together, the trio plays a won- 
derful mix of classic blues and jazz 
numbers and even the occasional 
show tune with warmth, humour, 
and impeccable musicianship. 
Their third album together, Sitting 
on a Rainbow, was released last year 
and showcases the trio at their best. 
Asked about the collaboration, 
Whiteley reminisces, “We'd meet at 
folk festivals in the ‘70s and jam, do 
the workshops... then in the ‘80s we 
figured that it would be fun to doa 
record together. After the first 
record [ Where Old Friends Meet] 
came out in 1991, we decided to 
play live together as a trio and over 
the last 13 years we've had a great 
time doing that, once or twice a 
year.”

“JUST BEING ON THE SAME RECORD LABEL AS 
New Bomb Turks blows my mind every 
time | think about it,” admits Luke. The 
vocalist isn't really sure how his Million 
Dollar Marxists managed to hook up with 
San Fransisco’s Gearhead Records; as 
the label's first-ever Canadian signing, 
they join a roster of such high profile 
artists as the Turks, The Hives, and The 
Hellacopters, and with a new album out 
just two months ago, the Ottawa boys— 
Luke, guitarists Steve and Lee, bassist 
John, and drummer Tim—are spreading 
their punk rock 'n’ roll as far as they can. 

Since the September 21st release of 
their first full-length, Give /t A Name, The 
Marxists have played 26 dates in the 
States, another 10 or so in eastem 
Canada, and are now headed our way for 
a string of shows taking the foursome 


down the west coast. Over a screwed-up 
phone line, Luke says, “We've been tour- 
ing a lot lately; why not? We have no 
plans of stopping at all. We leave tomor- 
row, and we're not even gonna be back in 
Ottawa 'til the 23rd of December.” 

He attempts to explain the circum- 
stances leading to the band’s signing. 
“I've met Mike LaVella, one of the owners 
of Gearhead a couple times through our 
friend Dirty Donny, who did the artwork 
for our album. He had done some art- 
work for them over the years, and he and 
| actually went out to San Fransisco a 
couple years ago and hung out with some 
Gearhead people. This was before The 
Million Dollar Marxists even started, but 
when we did start, Gearhead still had their 
magazine going. We did a six-song EP 
and sent that to them to get reviewed in 
the magazine,” he says, clarifying, “We 
weren't shopping it around. We did it just 
to get reviewed, and | guess they liked it 
We'd been talking to them about doing 
stuff for a long time, and then all of a sud- 
den they sent us a contract and said, 





‘Sign it, we'll put your record out right 
away.”” 

The resulting 14-song album com- 
bines cuts from three different sessions 
spanning three years, with five, including 
the title track, taken directly from the 
2002 EP that initially enamored the 
Gearhead crew so. The overall sound is 
made cohesive through a killer Californian 
mastering job, according to Luke. “| 
Notice [the difference in sessions], just 
because | know which songs are which, 
but | don't know if anyone else will really 
Notice,” he says. 

And understandably, The Marxists 
couldn't be happier with their present sit- 
uation. Luke enthuses, “For the kind of 
stuff that we play, | couldn’t possibly 
think of any record label that would fit 
better than Gearhead.”

WHEN THE OLSEN TWINS CITE THE POSTAL 
Service and Modest Mouse as their 
favourite bands, it seems like all things 
indie are distressingly close to fully shed- 
ding their credibility for a guest spot on 
The OC. It's easy to forget that the “inde- 
pendent” tag is really just a euphemism 
for “not immediately traceable to the 
Disney cabal.” 

Which brings us to the strangely pop- 
ulist offerings of Shameless Records 
Canada, a local label approaching its third 
birthday. 

“This event is kind of a ‘coming out 
party’ for us,” says originator/president 
Glen Erickson. “We've laboured in relative 
obscurity for a couple years, but we're 


growing and working hard, so it's a good 
time to showcase our music.” 

Erickson contends that Shameless 
functions more like a community than a 
label, adding, “Our artists pay for their 
releases. They own their music; they can 
move to another label whenever they 
want. | manage the process, and | usually 
do the design. | don't get paid until 
money comes in.” 

And how’s that working so far? 

“| haven't lost money,” Erickson states, 
“My wife won't let me.” 

Fiscal solvency may be partly attribut- 
able to the fact that Shameless is current- 
ly comprised of a loosely incestuous cir- 
cle of musical pals—Erickson is even a 
guitar-botherer in one of the label’s 
bands. Much like the notoriously paper- 
averse Factory Records, Shameless is 
founded on goodwill, handshakes, and 
the enthusiasm of a music fan who just 
wants people to hear his favourite stuff. 

Erickson is particularly keen on 





Trainsleeper, a “kid from Vancouver. His 
CD is really polished, really well written... 
college radio kind of stuff.” 

Dual, a chilled pop-tronica pair 
Erickson champions, started out in Korea, 
where they had David Hasselhoff-in- 
Germany-level success and tracks ona 
couple of Asian movie soundtracks. 

Not all Shameless acts, though, are so 
straightforwardly likeable. Even Erickson 
classifies lo-fi lab rats the Golden Ape as 
“challenging,” and Fosters & McGarvey 
lurks around the alt-countrified cross- 
roads of folk/rock with goofy grins on 
their faces. These artists suggest that 
Shameless longs to sucker-punch the 
mainstream. 

Still, there’s no denying that pop- 
tinged songcraft rules the label. But 
there's no shame in that.

put into Road To Nowhere’s new CD 
as an investment. “It’s gone,” he says 
cheerfully.

five or six bucks,” Kelly says. “We just 
wanna getrid of them all; get them out 
and have people hear them.” 
Recorded layer by layer from May 
through September, starting with 
Maciek’s drums, moving on to Kellys 
bass, and finally onto guitars (courtesy 
of Duane and Big B), the album reveals 
a crazy range of influences and inspira- 
tions, from punk to traditional rock to 
Celtic to surf. “Dark Eyes” is reminis- 
cent of “Journey to the End of the East 
Bay’-type Rancid, “Back To You” 
recalls Knucklehead, who the band has 
supported since their youth, and 
“Dninking Song” is a Dropkick 
Murphys-style, well, drinking song. 
Notes of everything from George 
Thorogood to the Eagles show up 
along with keyboards and acoustic gui- 





tars, and what really sets Road To 
Nowhere apart is that Kelly can SING. 
Like, hit notes and stuff. A good voice 
makes a world of difference, and they 
put this talent to use, playing around 
with harmonies. 

Expect diversity on the record, says 
Kelly. “One song is just me, guitar, 
acoustic, chords, and there’s two other 
ones that have acoustic in them. Two 
other ones have piano in them too, 
actually. Just me going like this,” he 
demonstrates, pounding fingers on the 
table, laughing, “Pretty brutal.” 

Living together in a house in Mill 
Woods fortified with soundproofing 
for late night jams, the foursome have a 
sure fire formula for fun and creative 
songwriting, explains Kelly.

THE MOST STARTLING THING ABOUT MOS DEFS 
latest record is the inclusion of meat- 
head metal guitar riffs chug-chug- 
chugging right off the bat, and then 
reappearing throughout the course of 
the album. The metal backdrops in 
question come from “Black Jack 
Johnson,” a band featuring members 
of Living Colour, plus Dr. Know from 
Bad Brains and Bernie Worrell of P- 
Funk fame. It certainly sounds inter- 
esting as a’concept, but deflates hopes 
quickly with sub-Rage Against the 
Machine riffery. What does work is 
“Blue Blackjack,” a straight blues song 
featuring the talents of legendary blues 
guitarist. Shuggie Otis. At this point it 
would seem that a developing theme 
of the album is a less than subtle 
reminder of the Black roots of rock 'n’ 
roll, as well as the traditional African 
roots of the guitar. Though this is an 
interesting viewpoint to be explored, it 
would certainly be more potent mes- 
sage if the songs were consistently 
entertaining 

When the band is left out of the pic- 
ture, the album is much more listen- 
able, though one gets the distinct 
impression that much of the album 
was recorded on the fly. Songs often 
fade out, or deconstruct into mush 
Attempts at singing punctuate the 
record, and though Mos Def’s tech- 
nique is unconventional and amateur- 
ish, his efforts still manage to remain 
somewhat charming. But the damn 
thing is way too long, clocking in 
around 75 minutes. There isn't enough 
subject matter to round out the disc, 
or keep it compelling for further lis- 
tens. The frustration comes with the 
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concept being strong, but the overall 
effort being weak. Mos Def has always 
been a talented and charismatic M.C., 
and always managed to straddle the 
line between mainstream acceptance 
and underground credibility.

There are some impressive moments 
on their second album, /n Love and 
Death (the ballads “All That I've Got” 
and the excellent self-loathing track 
“I'm A Fake”), but overall The Used, at 
this rate, will have difficulty distinguish- 
ing themselves from groups like Thrice 
and the vastly superior My Chemical 
Romance (there's even an unintentional

all doubt in a chemical romance”). 

By and large there’s nothing intrinsi- 
cally bad about the album: for a bunch 
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of yelling screamos, it passes the test. 
Yet in the crowded field that is “emo,” 
there is nothing to make these guys 
stand out (the loud guitars crunch, 
there's the requisite hard/soft 
moments, all strictly by the numbers)

BEEP BEEP, THE GUITAR-HEAVY GROUP HAILING 
from the Saddle Creek fold that pro- 
duced The Faint, offers Business 
Casual as a response to “the insipid 
wave” of new releases. Business 
Casual is launched as a Clever, icono- 
clastic jab at bourgeois society and its 
lyrical themes are peddled as explo- 
rations of “office culture, as well as 
religious, environmental, and sexual 
deviance”. Often undecipherable and 
smacking more of horny, disenfran- 
chised teenage whining than incisive 
social commentary, the lyrical content 
fails as far as a rapier-like wit goes. In 
fact, the intellectual sharpness of the 
record is more like that of a dull butter 
knife. Musically, one might charitably 
compare Beep Beep to a cacophonic 
blend of Wire, XTC and Gang of Four 
played all at once. There is clear musi- 
cal talent here, and the compositions 
are interesting and innovative, but 
there is too much clutter and affecta- 
tion on this record to really engage the 
listener: the rattling guitar ricochets 
artillery style throughout the album, 
especially on the album opener “! Am 
the Secretary,” which affronts the lis- 
tener with violent and jagged guitar 
rhythms and unrepentant vocal pos- 
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turing. “Oh No!” is the single track that 
stands out as skillful, with the same 
unrelenting ferocity as the rest of the 
album, but replete with a minimalist 
thrust that is quite refreshing amidst 
the abrasiveness of the record as a 
whole. 

Business Casual is far from bland 
and boring, but it suffers from the fatal 
flaw of over-indulgence and masturba- 
tory tomcatting. For those who suffer 
from musical snobbery and over-sen- 
sitivity, avoid at all costs; for those 
whose nerves need a little jangling, 
give this one a chance to grate on you.

WITH SO MANY NEW OLD 
releases put out over the course of a 
year, why choose a year-old reissue? 
Well, we might as well milk the big 
Nirvana set for one more segue way— 
and an end point of sorts. 

Originally (the actual album, not the 
reissue) released during the same heady 
(and hairy) Zeitgeist of the Pacific- 
Northwest proto-metal punk rock culture 
chokehold, Dirty remains inseparable 
that era, although it’s creators were cut 
from an older, more (intellectually) 
refined flap of flannel: 


“Please be Soul Jazz. “ 

This high-grade British label estab- 
lished itself as THE rare reggae compila- 
tion generator of choice with its Studio 
One (Studio One Classics, Ska, Dub, DJs, 
Soud, etc) and Dynamite series (editions 
100 to 600%), which feature guaranteed 
party-starting cuts from the legends 
(Alton Ellis, Ken Boothe, Toots Hibbert...) 
and more obscure artists (Sister Nancy or 
Sister Charmaine, anyone?) alike. 

The label has also made terrific inroads 
in exploring American soul sensations, 
breaking down the funk by region (New 
Orleans, Miami, Phildelphia, Chicago) as 
well as reissuing some of more avante 
garde/experimental dance music (Konk, 

ESG). 
Retailing for about $10-12 dollars 
more than other releases, a Soul 

Jazz purchase may put a big- 
ger dent in your wallet 
than you would like, but 
take it from someone 
who's been fortunate 
enough to peruse dozens of 
their releases (not all promo 
either, my wallet is hurting 
too): there’s not a dud among 
their titles. Of all our selections, 
this pick is your best bet for 
spreading some genuine holiday 


cheer.

At any rate, any reexamination of early 
‘90s rock would be incomplete without a 
mention of this album; the title of one of 
the bonus b-sides kind of explains why: 
“Hendrix Necro.” Sonic Youth, perhaps 
better than anyone, were able to bleach 
the skeletal blues from Jimi and shape 
gorgeous forms from the remaining 
charges of electrical chaos. 

Indeed, the second disc here is noth- 
ing less than another masterpiece—and, 
largely, a persuasive argument for vocal- 
free Sonic Youth (once you've excluded 
throwaways like Kim Gordon's cover of 
the New York Dolls’ “Personality Crisis” 
or Lee Renaldo's demo for “Wish 

Fulfillment.” B-sides like 





“100%,” featuring Fugazi’s 
lan Mackaye on guest guitar, 
and “JC” tackled the subject 
of 
scenester/filmmaker/Henry 
Rollins’ best bud Joe Cole's 
murder, “Youth Against 
Fascism” saw the group in 
a rare moment of overtly 
political polemic—*! 
believe in Anita Hill/The 
judge [Clarence Thomas] 
will rot in hell,” and the 
video for “Sugar Kane” 
mocked/celebrated—a 
typical Sonic Youth 
dichotomy—the very 
‘90s phenomena of 
“grunge” couture. 

The music, though, unlike much of 
the newly unearthed Nirvana material, 
sounds made for 2090, and, over a year 
after it’s original release, this 2003 reis- 
sue-w/b-sides set (part of Universal's 
“Chronicles” series, which has revisited 
titles by groups like The Who, The Velvet 
Underground, and, er, Weezer), remains 
worth talking about, especially in light of 
the hype the Nirvana box is likely to cre- 
ate. Sonic Youth were that group's most 
ardent early champions, taking them on 
tour and, eventually, leading them to 
their landmark signing with Geffen. More 
importantly, though, was Sonic Youth's 
aesthetic of careening waves of guitar 
noise that blurred in and out of the lines 
of conventional song structures—musi- 
cal lessons well learned by Nirvana and 
their like. (Although, one could argue 
that Dirty resulted from the two bands 
feeding off each other—coming out a 
year after Nevermind, Dirtyis inarguably 
Sonic Youth's poppiest record.)

“The End of the End of 

Ugly” and “Tamra” are symphonic in 
scope and structure, with lush, cascad- 
ing swells of feedback; the rehearsal 
numbers range from psycho-sexy, such 
as “Barracuda,” an undulating tip of the 
hat to Heart’s majestic riffery (it was 
reworked into “Drunken Butterfly”), to 
surprisingly gentle, pretty excercies in 
aural dissonance, like “Moonface.”

mighty Live Aid box-set at your 
local record shack. The question is: 
why now, after nineteen years 
and—give or take—four months? 
The official explanation is that it’s 
an attempt to stem the tide of 
bootlegs. Which, frankly, is more 
than a bit naff. As if the market had 
suddenly become inundated with 
illegal copies of that charity event 
long since past. 

The more plausible explanation is 
that there are plans of a repeat Live 
Aid to coincide with the upcoming 
20th anniversary next summer, 
with crisis-stricken Darfur replacing 
still-suffering Ethiopia, and hence 
it’s advisable to re-heat the old 
trademark with an opulent box 
right in time for Christmas. 

The man with the original plan, 
Bob Geldof, denies that this is the 
case at all. But, then again, Nick 
Mason has said that Pink Floyd 
wouldn’t mind reuniting for a gig 
just like that, and here's where it all 
begins to smell like money. For yee 
__ biggest rock acts of yonder do stand 
to make a lot of dough from 
reunions. What better event to start 
off a reunion-tour than a revamped 
Live Aid? People might actually 
think you're not just doing it for the 
dough. 

Back in ‘85, Live Aid was a 16 
hour long monster-event taking 
place simultaneously in two sport- 
ing arenas, one in London, the other 
in Philadelphia, which had media 
outlets around the world devoting 
an entire day’s worth of program- 
ming to it. Is the music and media 
industry really prepared to collec- 
tively do the same today?
